| - Hydro in Tasmania , 


State is Producing Considerable 
Power for Mining Operations 


Tasmania, an island triangular in 
shape, 200 miles from north to south 
and 245 miles from east to west, 
might not be considered a favorable 
situation for hydro-electric develop- 
ment, but the centre is occupied by 
j extensive plateaus with elevations 
varying from 3,000 to 5,000 feet, on 
which are large fresh water basins. 
The largest of these, called Great 
Lake, is 21 miles long and three miles 
wide. Shortly before the war a cur- 
bide company began to utilize this 
luke for power purposes, and in 1917 


the property was turned over to the 
State, which has since expanded it 
into a great public enterprise. It is 
lannounced that 50,000 horsepower 
will be available very soon, and 100,- 
000 ultimately. Among the enter- 


prises now in course of erection which 
will use Great Lake “hydro” are wool- 
len mills, chocolate works, a cement} 
plant, white lead works, and an elec-|} 
trolytic zinc company. 

Besides the power generated at the 
Great Lake, the State is producing 
considerable power from Lake Mar- 
garet for mining operations on the 
west coast, and contemplates expand- 
ing this power. In the northeast, | 
also, where hydraulic tin mining has 
long been in use, a large State reser- 
voir and power station is under con- 
sideration.—From the Toronto Star.

Burma’s Ruby Mines 


Search for Rubies Conducted Very 

Much As It Was Centuries Ago 

Burma is the home of rubies and 
from the famous mines of the Mogok 
Valley come some of the most famous 
gems in the world. In this wonder- 
ful valley has been installed the most 
modern machinery and the very lat 
est tools in order to facilitate the ex 
amination of a large amount of byon, 
or ruby-bearing clay hitherto untouch- 
ed by the hand of man. Nearby, In 
the valleys of the Burmans, the 
search for rubies is conducted very 
much as it was centuries and centur- 
ies ago. The digging and washing 
there is a matter of hand labor; but 
they are still getting rubies—the fin- 
est in all the world. 

In addition to the pure ruby, spinel 


or balas rubies are found in large 
quantities in Mogok, Wherever the 
ruby is found there also is spinel, 


Both are crystals of aluminum, but of 
various shapes. While the true ruby 
may be said to be pure corundum 
only, the spinel shows a minute qual 


ity of magnesium, fhe presence of 
which lessens its hardness by one- 
fifth,

Loyal Moral Obligation 

In government affairs these things are regulated 
by law, and the man who receives the benefit of ord- 
erly government is required to fulfill the obliga- 
tion which that entails, but in the ordinary affairs 
of life, loyalty is a moral rather than a legal ob- 
ligation. There are laws which prevent a man 
from stealing from his employer or his business 
associates, but there is no law that requires him to 
be loyal to them.

Report States that Few Paroled Men 
Break Faith 

Although economic conditions dur- 
ing the year ended October, 1921, were 
not such as to facilitate the paroling 
of prisoners, the work of the Ontario 
Parole Board was uniformly success: 
ful, according to the annual report 
presented to Provinclal Secretary 
Dixon by Alfred H. Lavell, chief offi- 
cer, As no men were paroled unless 
they had work to go to, the unemploy- 
ment situation had a very serious ef- 
fect on the activities of the board, 
The reports pointed out, however, that 
employees had been so willing to as- 
sist that, practically without excep- 
tion, work was forthcoming when it 
was decided to give a man a chance, 

That the system in operation is 
satisfactory to the men is shown by 
the fact that during the year 92 per 
cent, of the parole cases were suc- 
cessful; that is, there was no at- 
tempt to break away, Out of the 229 
men whose parole was authorized 
und the 221 whose parole actually 
became effective, less than 20 broke 
this agreement.

Solving the Problem of Building an 
Airship that Can Rise Vertically 
Some time ago the British Air Min- 
istry offered a valuable prize for the 
successful invention of aircraft cap- 
able of rising vertically from the 
ground and of hovering over any 
point.

Measuring River Flow by Radium 


British Scientist Has Developed a 
Unique Method for Determining 
Flow of Rivers 
If anyone were to suggest that there 
any connection between radium 
and the measurement of the flow of 
rivers he would probably be scouted 
as a dreamer. Nevertheless, a Brit- 
ish man of science has developed a 
very effective method of measuring 
the flow of rivers by means of a solu- 
tion containing just a trace of radium. 


The method he proposes is a develop: | 


ment from an existing system which 


involves the addition of large quanti- | 


lies of salt solution to a river, What 
yas done was to introduce a certain 
quantity of salt at a particular point 
and to collect samples of the water 
at Various parts lower down in the 
stream, thereafter testing the 
strength or “saltiness” of the solu 


tion. With the new method only a 
few gallons of solution containing u 
little radium will be required. This 


solutton will be fed into the river un 
der constant pressure, and samples 
will be taken lower down the stream 
and conveyed to the laboratory and 
stored in ordinary flasks for 10 or 12 
days. They will then be tested by a 
simple electrical method for the pres- 


| ence of radium, and by means of this 
, test the rate of discharge of the river

Stability of British ‘Institutions 


Chancellor Birkenhead Assures Lord 
Sydenham Little Trouble Feared 
A question by Lord Sydenham in 

the British House of Lords regarding 

the existence of organizations work- 
ing to subvert the constitution, drew 
from Lord Chancellor Birkenhead as 
surance as to the stability of British 
institutions, While admitting that 
during the four years since the sign- 
ing of the armistice there had been 
periods of anxiety, he was now able 
to ridicule Lord Sydenham’'s fears, In 
this connection he pointed to the re- 
fusal of the British Labor party to ad- 
mit to membership small organiza- 
tions of which his questioner was 
soundly apprehensive. 

Lord Birkenhead appeared to think 


that if Bolshevik propaganda had 
| been really formidable it must have 
| borne fruit before now and the fact 
j that the country has passed safely 
| through a greater crisis during the} 
| past four years than ever before in

Empire Going Strong 

Dean Inge thinks that the VictoMan 
age saw the culmination of English 
civilization. “The twentieth cen 
tury,” he said in his Cambridge lec- 
ture, “will doubtless be full of inter 
est, and may even develop some ele- 
ments of greatness. But as regards 
the fortunes of this country, the signs 
are that our work on a grand scale, 
with the whole world as our stage is 
probably nearing its end. Europe has 
sacrificed its last fifty years of prim: 
acy by an insane and suicidal strug: 
gle. American has emerged as the 
tertius gaudens.” 

As the opening and development of 
the Atlantic trade favored England, so 
now, the Dean thinks, “the Pacific 
stage, which is now beginning, must 
inevitably give the primacy to Amer: 
ica. “Where,” he asks, “shall we 
(the English) be thirty years hence?” 

Since the good but gloomy Dean 
inquires, our surmise is that another 
generation will still find the British 
going strong in all parts of the earth 
and active in commerce and govern- 
ment. The United States, as he sug- 
gests, is better situated for the Pact:

At present “black soil” is something 
that is considered fit to grow any 
crops upon, and as a result of this 
haphazard method, one of the western 
provinces averaged 11.2 bushels of 
wheat per acre, This is sufficient 
condemnation of present-day prac- 
tices, and should make people eager 
to strive for a more profitable means 
of raising fleld grains, 

In Denmark, said Dr. McPhedran, 
each farmer has a laboratory test of 
his soil, It is not necessarily an elab- 
orate affair, but every year he takes a 
number of samples and analyses 
them. Ile is then in a position to 
sow in each parcel of ground the crop 
best suited for that soil. In addition 
to this he has certain standards that 
each field must maintain, in the event 
of his test showing any piece below 
that standard, the analysis shows 
which constituent is lacking and fer- 
lilizer to supply the need is applied. 
More liberal education among our ag 
riculturalists would help to spread 
doctrine of applied science and 
would speedily increasg the country’s 
yield. 4

Collectors of Antiques Afraid to Buy 
Historical Treasures 
manufacture of antiques is 
sarried forward on such an extensive 
scale in Egypt particylarly at Cairo, 
that it now has a place in reports on 
the industries of the country,” says 
Professor Flinders Petrie, the famous 
Egyptian arcaheologist in an inter: 
view in the Daily Chronicle. 

The forgeries of Egyptian an- 
tiques are often so well executed, 
he states, that even the most exper- 
fenced collectors are deceived by 
them, Large sums of money have 
been patd for articles that were con 
sidered genuine treasures but have 
now been pronounced spurious or ot 
doubtful origin, So strong is the 
suspicion concerning the authenticif 
of scarabs and various bronze and 
gold ornaments and other articles al- 
leged to have been found in Egypt, 
that many collectors are afraid to risk 
buying them, and in an excess of cau- 
tion often turn down antiquities that 
are undoubtedly genuine. Thus the 
forgeries have largely ruined the mar- 
ket for Egyptian historical treasures.

Will Greenland become a_ great 
commercial centre and a port of call 
for travellers between Europe and 
America? 

This is the romantic possibility 
that is opened up by the proposal to 
use Greenland as a half-way house in 
mid-Atlantic in the round-the-world 
flight. 

Ten or twenty years ago the sug: 
gestion that Greenland might be- 
come a place of real importance in 
the world’s life would have been 
laughed to scorn; but already the 
great bleak land in the north, hither: 
to regarded as a mere icefield some- 
where near the North Pole, is being 
spoken of as a country about which 
the nations may as well concern 
themselves, 

It used to be thought of little prac- 
tical importance whether this country 
or that claimed rights over Greenland, 
though since 1721 it has been a Dan- 
ish colony with traders and officials 
representing the Governmeat of Den- 
mark, 

Now, however, with all kinds of 
commercial possibilities opening up, 
the rights over Greenland have as- 
sumed considerable importance, and 
already Denmark and Norway have 
been in dispute with regard to them. 
The King of Denmark, too, has 
thought it worth while to visit the 
country—the first time in history 
that a ruling monarch has ever been 
to Greenland. 

The country is really an island— 
the largest in the world if Australia 
is regarded as a continent—and it 
contains over half a million squar3 
miles, of which about three-fifths in 
the interior are covered with a vast 
glacier, 

Round~the coast, however, the is- 
land is quite habitable, and there are 
about two hundred small towns and 


settlements, including the capitals, 
Godthaab and Godhavn, 
Many valuable animals and birds 


are found on the island, the reindeer 
und musk-ox providing food, and the 
polar bear, wolf, fox and hare yield- 
ing warm skins. Over sixty kinds of 
birds nest there, and over three hun- 
Broc- 
radishes, lettuces, tur: 
nips and leeks are grown; and in 
the south rhubarb ripens and pota- 
toes grow to a useful size. The whal- 
ing industry, with the preparation 
ot blubber, has long been a valuable 
asset of the country, and now there 
is some prospect of minerals being 
worked there on a large scale, 

Graphite is abundant, soapstone is 
found in considerable quantities, cop- 
per has been discovered at various 
places, and there is coal near the 
northern capital and elsewhere. 

But the most important mineral is 
eryolite, which is found exclusively 
in Greenland. It is a colorless sub- 
stance something like ice in appear- 
ance, and is an ore of aluminum, 
At one time this was the only source 
of the metal, but now alumjnum is 
also extracted from bauxite. Cryolite 
is used extensively in the making of 
opal glass and iron enamel, and it 
all comes from Greenland. Commer- 
cial men are anxious to develop a 
country which promises so well. 

A town with large hotels and 
stores of the various kinds needed 
in Atlantic flying is quite possible in 
the south of Greenland, and the coun- 
try might become a regular holiday 
resort for tourists. 

It is a fascinating prospect for 
what used to be regarded as a yalue- 
less No-man’s Land. Things have de- 
veloped remarkably in recfat years, 
and already the Eskimos have their 
parliament and municipal counciis, 
their law courts and churches, and 
their newspaper.
